The Factory at Gattleton—A Retired 


Nook on the HuoUon—Production and 
Distribution—A Business That IIa> No 
Competition. 
The village of Castleton on the east 


bank of the Hudson River is about eight 
miles below Albany. 
Three-quarters of 


a mile north of the village a deep land- 
cave sets back into the range of hills. 
From the depot at Castleton a railroad 
track lies between the regular tracks of 
the Hudson River Road and the high- 
way till it comes to this cave, and there 
it curves sharply inland and follows the 
batik of a crooked stream to a cluster of 
buildings situated- close in the mouth of 
the ravine. In" these buildings all tho 
postal-cards of the United States Govern- 
ment are manufactured. 


The most conspicuous feature of the 


factory, as viewed from the river or rail- 
road trains is an exceedingly toll, sym- 
metrical brick chimoey that rises high 
against the background of second-growth 
pines. This has been built in connec- 
tion with the new steam-power for 
the paper-mill, the creek not being suf- 
ficiently constant to drive the works and 
at the same time furnish the water re- 
quired in the manufacture of the paper. 
The plant of the paper-mill has long ex- 
isted- here, but the postal card factory 
was established at this -point less than 
three years ago,- haying been removed 
from Holyoke, Mass, The paper-mill is 
owned by the Fort Orange Pajier Com- 
pany, of which William R. faheflielJ, 
Saugerties, is Vice-President and Man- 
ager. It is not coulined to the manu- 
facture of cardboard for postal-cards, 
nor will the latter, when, improvements 
that are now in progress are completed, 
constitute -the largest article of produc- 
tion. The only obligation that ruin- 
owners are under to the Government TS 
to supply the postal-card factory with 
board as fast as it is needed, and of Ui

..x.-of'the mill. The same quality of 
cardboard that the Government demands 
is open to the market. The color of the 
postal-cards is specified in the contract, 
but even this the paper-mill is at liberty 
to furnish to any one.who may want 
that particular shade of cardboard. 
Postal cardboard is made of the best 
quality of linen and cotton rags, which 
are treated in all respects, from the rag 
bale to the calender roll, as they are for 
the manufacture of any other cardboard 
of like quality. A certain quantity of 
chemical or wood pulp is mixed with tbe 
i'ag, and this is of a quality almost as 
expensive as rag pulp. 


The postal-card factory proper is anew 


one-story brick building, of very unpre- 
tending appearance. In this respect it is 
in.harmony with the process of prepar- 
ing the cards, for the latter is extremely, 
simple and apparently inexpensive. The : 
cardboard is received from the paper 
mill in sheets- twenty-one inches by 
thirty, a size just large enough to be cut 
into forty postal-cards. 
The sheets are 


first printed on an ordinary large cylin- 
der "job" printing press, there being in 
the factory two Hoc presses and one Tay- 
lor. The impression is taken on aplate 
containing forty card faces with stamp, 
tho monogram US, the scroll and words 
" Postal Card," and the untruthful print- 
ed line "Nothing but the address can be 
placed on this side.1' Thus, when a 
sheet of card-board is run through the 
press it comes out with' forty postal- 
cards completely printed, ready to be cut 
up into the one-cent missives with which 
the public are familiar. Any two .of the 
presses are sufficient to supply^; lie; de- 
mand without being rushed. . '. 


From the presses the printed! sheets are 


taken to a cutting machine, where they 
are rapidly, cut into strips, ."containing 
ten cards each. They are fed between 
rollers, on which there are fourcircular 
blades. The cutting into strips,is done 
as fast as a tolerably active boy .can.pass 
in the sheets. From the first cutting- 
machine the strips are taken .to a second 
cutter, where they are fed through rollers 
with circular blades, set as far-apart; as 
the width of a postal-card:^ T.hus: the 
cards are produced readyVfor."jisp';ir.6m 
every strip that is run ''through'the 
cutter.

Three girls remove the .'cards froin. the 
tin pockets, pack themVin"stac"ks:' of 
twenty-live each, and wrap Joaph, .pack- 
age about with the paper band',..with 
which every body is familiar who -'buys 
his cards in quantities of tweni\>five'aud 
upward. In addition to emptying the 
pockets and banding the cards, one of 
the three.girls has to turn the pocket- 
shaft every time the feeder calls "tally," 
and anotlier has to count the cards in 
any one pocket, so as to see that the 
count of the boy who feeds in the strips 
is correct. Every .twenty-five strips pro- 
duces 250 cards, delivered equally in ten 
pockets. If any one of them contains 
twenty-five cards, each of the other nine 
must contain a like number. In order 
to edualixo the labor among tho three 
girls, the one who turns ttie pocKei-snaic 
and the one who counts the contents of 
oue of the pockets empty and pack up 
each throe pockets. 
The third girl is 


therefore required to empty and pack up 
the contents of four pockets, with nothing 
else to do. The yellow paper band that is 
wrapped about each package of twenty- 
iivo cards is ready gummed, so that the 
three pocket-tenders arc able to work 
with alacrity, as it is evident that they 
must do in order to stack up all the post- 
al-cards used in the United States, Trie 
packages of twenty-five each are placed 
in piles of ten each, and two of these 
piles are packed into a strawboard box,- 
each box thus containing 500 cards. The

The-Government makes-contracts for 


•postal cards to continue in force fon1 
years. The present contract was enteree 
into on July 1, 1881, with Messrs. Wool 
worth & Graham, of New York. It is 
understood that the Fort Orange Papei 
Company now-participates in the con 
tract. .--TJie Government agency is in 
charge of Mr. Alfred Tanner, of Kings 
ton, who Has seven clerks and assistants 
to do the bookkeeping, shipping anc 
supervision.. These are employed By th 
.Government under the direction of the 
.Third .Assistant Postmaster General. 
;The.cpntractors.employ in the card fac- 
tory proper-about.twenty persons—men, 
,boys and,girls.. Managers, employes 
and all hands board in the village, which 
; is little more than a mile from the works. 
I This force produces and packs an 
.average of "about l,250,000-.postal- cards 
each working day. The total product 
'last year was 350,000,000,.. and as the 
cards are all made at Castleton.factory, 
:tho .product measures the number of 
cards, used in the country. If the de- 
'mand at the .factory averages -1,250,OOC 
,a day, it.follows that only an average of 
jone and a quarter card is used daily by 


(every fifty people in the country. This 
'shows a less general use of postal cards 
jthan many might estimate without some- 
thing like definite data.. The rate of in- 
;crease in the use of cards during the year 
ended June 80, 1S79, over previous years 
was 13.02-per cent. For the year ended 
June 30, 18SO, the increase was 23 per 
icent., and. for the last fiscal year it was 
'about the same. The increase is believed 
.to be "mostly in business quarters, where 
they arc used for advertising. For pri- 
vate correspondence the cards do not 
seem to .be as popular as they were when 
they were first authorized in this' coun- 
try. 


The cost of postal-cards to the Govcr- 


ment under the present contract, as 
compared with the cost under former 
contracts is something remarkable, when 
it is observed that me size and quality 
are either the same or better. The con- 
tract price, for four vears prior to July 1, 
1877, was S1.39J- pel-1,000; for the four 
years ending JuneSO, 1881, it was C9.5G 
cents per 1,000, but under the present 
contract it is only o4.4S cents per 1,000. 
Being sold atSlO" per 1,000 to the public, 
the Government receives SD.i'jA per 
1,000 
for 
carrying them broadcast 


through the mails. A thousand postal 
cards weigh six pounds and a quarter, 
according to the Government's contract 
with Messrs, Woolworth& Graham. The 
cost of the agency for salary on agent 
and assistants was, for the year ending 
June SO, 1881, 87,300. 


All orders for cards are- sent by local 


postmasters to the Post-office Depart- 
ment at Washington. Each day's orders 
ire there made up into a schedule con- 
fining the name of the Post-office, the 
name of 'the Postmaster who makes the 
order, the number of the cards wanted, 
and several otherentriesof a "red-tape" 
nature. 
One copy of the schedule is 


sent to Agent Tanner at Castleton, and 
another is kept in the Department. The 
orders are filled at once. All amounts

To Hit JZdilor. 


Tropical heat and polar frigidity in 


turn, must have prevailed over all por- 
tions of the globe. The cause of these 
climatic changes is perhaps still un- 
known. If the internal heat of the earth 
had caused tho tropical bloom at the 
polls,how wero tho tropics frozen? 1C in- 
creased external heat had thus warmed 
the poles, its addition to that of the trop- 
ics, nntst have destroyed all life and veg- 
etatiou at the equator. Had tho sun at 
one period ot time shed its rays, with de- 
vouring heat, at another withheld them 
until all WHS frozen, tho effect upon the 
animal and vegetable" world then, wo'uld 
have been plainly traceable in these fos- 
sils now. If a corresponding frigidity 
had prevailed when the valley ot the Am- 
azon was being evaded by glacial a:tion, 
the entire surface of the globe must have 
been a frozen mass, and for a period of 
time so great that all life, animate and 
inanimate, must have perished, or been 
reduced to a more -remnant. No period 
of death and destruction so general that 
must have followed from any of these 
conditions seems to have occurred. Wo 
know that tho great stream of life from 
its beginning (it the expression, may bo 
used) ever deepening, ever widening in 
its couise, has iiowed unceasingly on- 


Nameless is the number of creat- 


ures that have perished since the'n, but 
"ife itself has never died, nor has vegeta- 
tion ever ceased to bloom.
